BALLY ACHE finishes second in Garden State Stakes 

By his splendid effort in finishing second to Warfare in the Garden State Stakes 
BALLY ACHE established himself as the second-best two-year-old of 1959. 

-•- 

BALLY ACHE (whose dam Celestial Blue was bred by Janon Fisher Jr., 
Glyndon, Md.) raced from February to November against the best and only once was 
out of the money. Yet Turf commentators were reluctant to admit that he was any¬ 
thing but an extremely fast horse who would give way when the fashionable, "classic" 
two-year-olds were met over a distance of ground. His very game effort in the Garden 
State Stakes at one and one-sixteenth miles when he was narrowly beaten by the fine 
colt Warfare, forced the admission that here was a tough, game colt of great merit. 
It was after this that students of breeding, who were surprised at such a good animal 
coming from undistinguished parents, looked farther back in his pedigree and found 
that the dam was out of Fisher's Blue Larkspur mare Vanda Cerulea, who in turn 
was out of the good Man o' War mare Binnacle.

Hunters Moon IV out of Allante by Swashbuckler next dam Laelia by War

Larkspur out of Binnacle by Man o' War. 

This colt is by the champion sire of steeplechasers out of a mare with three 
crosses of Man o' War. 

Chestnut gelding 1958 by imp. Hunters Moon IV out of Brave Girl (dam of 
four winners) by Swashbuckler, next dam Grace Darling (dam of six winners) by 

Golden Broom, out of Lightship by Man o' War. 

This colt is also by the champion sire of steeplechasers and out of a mare with 
two crosses of Man o' War through the sisters Binnacle and Lightship.

The Iron Horse started 104 times—and earned part of the purse 67 times. He started 
sound . . . raced sound . . . and he retired sound.

He also met and defeated such performers as *Royal Vale, Spartan Valor, Oil Capitol, 
Greek Ship, Auditing, To Market. Quiet Step, Cold Command. Big Stretch, Uncle Miltie, 
Moonrush, Aunt Jinny. Grecian Queen, Cyclotron and Pomace. 

Alerted had four two-year-old winners in 1958, ARTHUR JAYCEE, OTTERBEIN, 
BIG YOUNTZ and PRESSED DUCK. 

A Calumet-Bred Son of Bull Lea . 

Being a son of Bull Lea is almost enough in itself to qualify a horse for stud duty, 
for Bull Lea is sire of Citation, Bewitch and Armed. 

Alerted’s female line is just as imposing as his male His dam. Hastily Yours, has 
produced 10 foals of racing age. 9 started and all won including F. B. Eve (26 wins and 
$72,985, placed in 4 stakes). Eagle Speed ($66,137) and Lickety Cut ($35,835). She is full 
sister to stakes producer Rash Hurry (dam of Hurriette) and half-sister to CAVALCADE, 
champion three-year-old of 1934 who won the Kentucky Derby, American Derby, Arling¬ 
ton Classic, Detroit Derby, Chesapeake Stakes, Hyde Park Stakes, etc. Cavalcade won 
his championship in less than three months, starting 7 times and winning 6 at 3. His 
only loss was a second by a nose to his stablemate in the Preakness (Discovery third) 
and he also defeated Discovery in the Kentucky Derby (by 2% lengths), American Derby 
(by 2 lengths, giving him 8 pounds), Classic (by 4 lengths, giving him 5 pounds), Chesa¬ 
peake Stakes (giving him 5 pounds) and Detroit Derby (giving him 7 pounds).

Major Track Dates 

The I960 dates for the Free States major 
courses were announced at a meeting of the 
Maryland Racing Commission on November 30. 

The meetings parallel those of 1959. 

Bowie will open on February 12 and run 
40 days through March 29. Laurel’s spring meet¬ 
ing opens on March 30 and extends 29 days 
through May 3. 

Pimlico’s 12-day spring session starts on May 
6 and runs through the 21st. 

In the fall, Laurel begins on November 1 and 
operates eleven days through November 12. 

Pimlico will open on November 14 and con¬ 
tinue for 28 days through December 15. 

There will be two dark days at Pimlico to be 
designated later. 

Laurel will hold no program on Good Friday.

Glade Valley Progress 

Glade Valley Farms, producer of Creswood 
Dottie, winner of the Maryland Futurity on 
November 6 at Laurel, appears to be well on 
the road to producing stakes winners in the 
wake of the late W. L. Brann. 

Adding to the already formidable list of 
stallions which include Alerted (Bull Lea— 
Hastily Yours), and The Pincher, Glade Valley 
Farms are now syndicating the stakes’ winning 
son of the fabulous *Nasrullah, Martins Rullah. 

Martins Rullah raced successfully under the 
colors of her present owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Lewis of New York. A winner of eight 
races, including the Lawrence Realization, Ex¬ 
perimental and Los Angeles Handicap, Martins 
Rullah will become a valuable addition to the 
growing roster of topnotch stallions available, 
in particular, to Eastern breeders. 

A few shares are available at $1,000 each, 
which would entitle the holder to send one 
mare each season to the stallion free of stud 
service fee. With *Nasrullah standing at 
$12,000 per service, the offering of a share in 
Martins Rullah appears to be the bargain of 
a decade. 

Martins Rullah, presently undergoing treat¬ 
ment for an injury sustained while in training, 
is scheduled to cover about 12 mares in I960— 
services are available for $500 stud fee then 
will return to the races in the hope of enhancing 
his value as a stallion by winning several of the 
important stakes in the fall of I960.

Belderra, from Seaside, Oregon, was third. 

The field was bunched for the first mile, when 
three dropped back. 

About a sixteenth of a mile from the finish 
Ofir took the lead and drew out to win by TVl 
lengths. The time was 5:05 1/5. 

The race was reported competently in 
Sports Illustrated's "Events and Discoveries."

VICTIMIZED: Like the recently abandoned 
Pimlico Special, Laurel’s Selima Stakes is fast be¬ 
coming a victim of the times. In years gone by, 
the Selima was a championship event for two- 
year-old fillies. It is lamentable that money rather 
than prestige now determines the course of so 
many of the nation’s more accomplished young 
fillies and colts. 

Yesteryear, such cracks as Jabot, Nellie Flag, 
Big Hurry, Miss Keeneland, Busher, Athene, Bee 
Ann Mac, Whirl Some, Gaffery, Bed o’ Roses 
and High Voltage inscribed their names on the 
famed Selima’s honor roll of winners. Now, 
coming late in the season, and splitting the much 
more remunerative Gardenia and Frizette Stakes, 
the Selima is becoming increasingly attractive 
to the owners of those fillies who hope to duck 
the division leaders. 

The 34th running of the Selima, October 31, 
brought out a field of nine to contest for the 
$30,000, 1 1/16-mile prize. Of the nine, two 
were maidens, the others hadn’t placed in a 
stakes. The winner, King Ranch’s La Fuerza, was 
a maiden making her fifth start. Third choice in 
the betting, the daughter of Never Say Die— 
* Solar System II, by Hyperion, was off well, 
dropped back to next to last, then began picking 
up horses. Getting the lead in the stretch, she 
appeared to be trying to pull herself up at the 
old finish line and had to be hard-urged to stave 
off the closing Postward. La Fuerza won by a 
head with Ogden Phipps’ Sarcastic a length and 
a half back of Postward. 

Cain Hoy Stable’s Cleo the Cat, a daughter of 
*Turn-to—Siama, by Tiger, was favored, but 
could get no better than sixth after having been 
well placed early. 

Had the Cain Hoy miss won this, her first 
stakes attempt, she would have bolstered con¬ 
siderably her dam’s claim as the "Broodmare of 
the year.” Siama is also the dam of Bald Eagle, 
Suburban winner which later was to annex the 
Washington, D. C. International and Gallant 
Fox Handicap, and of One-Eyed King. 

Imported in utero, La Fuerza was foaled at 
King Ranch’s Lexington division, and is trained 
by Max Hirsch. Her time for the race was 
1:47 4/5 over a fast track. 

LADIES’ RACE: If there is a better Mary¬ 
land-bred two-year-old this year than Creswood

Dottie, it has to be Tuscan, which went wrong 
before his implied promise was vindicated. 
Creswood Dottie, a chestnut daughter of The 
Pincher or Call Over—Virginia Beach, by Johns¬ 
town, won both her stakes starts in the state of 
her birth. 

Owned by New Jersey industrialist, Paul 
Cresci, Creswood Dottie came to Laurel sporting 
three victories in eight starts and a fair show¬ 
ing (fifth, beaten 7% lengths) in the rich 
Gardenia Stakes won by champion My Dear 
Girl. 

Recognizing a good thing Laurel bettors sent 
off the Cresci filly at 4 to 5 and the favorite re¬ 
ported punctually. Stanley Sagner’s Sew Square 
was first to assert her authority but Adapt, win¬ 
ner of the Marlboro Nursery in his previous 
start, replaced the filly on the lead after a quar¬ 
ter. Adapt came up empty at the eighth pole and 
the fillies Creswood Dottie, Miss Thing and 
M’selle Victorie came on to shame him. The 
winner’s margin was a length; her time—1:14 
on a fast track. 

Laurel’s leading jockey, Howard Grant, was 
up on the Bowes Bond-trainer winner. Creswood 
Dottie was bred by Colonel H. B. Marcus, and 
was foaled at his Glade Valley Farm, March 9, 
1957. 

On the advice of Bowes Bond, Cresci, a stock¬ 
holder in Garden State Park, bought Creswood 
Dottie as a weanling along with her dam, Vir¬ 
ginia Beach, for $3,500 from Sam Pistorio. Bond 
had trained Amico, also out of Virginia Beach, 
and considered the mare and weanling a good 
buy at the price. The mare has since died but 
the deal has paid off in spades. 

The filly’s name combines those of Cresci’s 
Vineland home (Creswood) and the owners 
wife (Dottie.) 

HIGHWEIGHT’S NOSE: Having won the 
Maryland Futurity with Creswood Dottie the 
day previous. Trainer Bowes Bond’s chances of 
annexing the Turf Cup on November 7 appeared 
exceedingly bright when he started a three-horse 
entry. Despite the three-for-one economy deal 
(Jaclyn Stable's Li’l Fella and Sailor’s Guide, and 
Mrs. Henry H. Hecht’s Monte Carlo), the wager¬ 
ing public liked the chances of Dr. Robert Trice's 
Ashler equally as well. The four horses, in two 
separate betting units, went off as co-choices at 
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Jervy Frut or Photo

7 to 5. The result was as close as one can get 
without benefiting from a dead-heat. At the 
wire it was Li’l Fella by a nose over Ashlar, with 
Idle Hour Farm’s Julmar another length and a 
half behind. 

Li’l Fella, under a superbly judged ride from 
the Australian jockey, William Camer (Ameri¬ 
can jockey Howard Grant and Sicilian Joe 
Culmone were aboard the two Australasian 
entries), Li’l Fella made all the pace and hung 
on doggedly to win the photo. At the weights, 


122 to 112 on the year-younger Ashlar, he de¬ 
served to win. 

The Turf Cup was a ding-dong battle all the 
way, with Li’l Fella and Ashlar making all the 
running. Li’l Fella, a four-year-old bay son of 
*Nirgal-Radio Time, by Eight Thirty, negoti¬ 
ated the nine furlongs over a soft turf course 
in 1:52 3/5. The winner’s net of the $23,150 
gross purse was $14,722. The 12th victory in a 
career of 36 starts, The Turf Cup increased Li’l 
Fella’s earnings to $218,083. Earlier this season

he had won the Salvator, Longfellow and Phila¬ 
delphia Turf Handicaps. 

BIRD OF PREY: Cain Hoy Stable’s Hali- 
aeetus leucocephalus, otherwise known as Bald 
Eagle, always has ranked high in the esteem and 
affection of Owner Harry F. Guggenheim, 
though it must be admitted that this association 
had been fraught with frustration and disap¬ 
pointment as well. 

As the pick of the Cain Hoy yearlings, Bald 
Eagle, a son of the defunct *Nasrullah and afore¬ 
mentioned Siama, was tabbed for a European 
campaign. Like the late William Woodward, 
Sr., Captain Guggenheim harbors a yearning to 
win an English classic or two. Bald Eagle’s cam¬ 
paign at two was brief in the extreme, but he 


acquitted himself handsomely in his lone start 
by winning the Duke of Edinburgh Stakes. Vic¬ 
tory in Newmarket’s Craven Stakes in his three- 
year-old debut installed him as favorite for the 
Two Thousand Guineas, but he was unplaced. 
The Derby also was a source of disappointment 
(he was tenth, Amerigo, 12th) and after win¬ 
ning the Dante Stakes and finishing third in the 
St. James Palace Stakes, Bald Eagle was returned 
to America. 

This year the four-year-old has blossomed into 
a topflight handicapper, winning the Suburban 
and Saratoga Handicaps before answering a call 
to duty in the Washington, D. C. International.

money-winning champion was still "in” the 
November 11 spectacle, Bald Eagle came into his 
own swinging down the backstretch. From then 
on, it was all Bald Eagle (named Nasr until 
the Suez crisis flared) —and America. 

Twelve started in this, the eighth running of 
the mile-and-a-half global classic worth $100,- 
000; ten finished. Venezuela’s Pensilvania III 
crashed into the rail on the clubhouse turn, and, 
caroming off, hit Vogel sending both Gustavo 
Avila and William Camer to the ground. 

The start had to be effected from a hunt meet 
tape when the much publicized Newmarket 
starting barrier failed to function properly. The 
first two alignments resulted in false starts. The 
next line-up brought a "fair” start with the two 
Russians (Gamier and Flang) away on top. 
Tudor Era soon made known his intention to 
play his familiar pace-setter’s role and the 
English-bred American representative was in 
command for a lap of the course. Then, Bald 
Eagle, anchor man on the American team, took 


the baton from a flagging Tudor Era and scored 
with authority. After opening up by four lengths 
in the stretch, Jockey Manuel Ycaza throttled 
down the Cain Hoy horse in the final yards to 
win by a deceptive 2 Vl lengths. 

Midnight Sun, owned by France’s Francois 
Dupre, ran well enough to handle all the others 
but was no match for the winner. Tudor Era, 
which the press was given to understand by 
Owner Herbert Herff was a champion in his 
own right and not a "substitute” for Round 
Table, was third, beaten about 6 V 2 lengths. 

Greentree’s recently imported French filly, Mi 
Carina, Russia’s Gamier, Peru’s Lightning II, 
England’s Aggressor II, Russia’s Flang, Mexico’s 
Lea-B.; and New Zealand’s Up and Coming com¬ 
pleted the field in the order named. Australia’s 
Vogel and Venezuela’s Pensilvania III were 
eliminated at the clubhouse turn. 

Bald Eagle’s victory, worth $70,000, pulled 
Cain Hoy within grasp of the owners’ money¬ 
winning title, then held by Brookmeade Stable

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and caused Guggenheim and Trainer Woody 
Stephens to send the colt after the $75,000 
Gallant Fox Handicap, November 21. Perform¬ 
ing to expectations, Bald Eagle swept to victory 
in the Aqueduct race and thus put Cain Hoy on 
the top of the owners’ list. 

Fractions for the International: quarter, 
: 23 3/5; half, :47; six furlongs, 1:113/5; mile, 
1:37 1/5; mile and a quarter, 2:014/5; mile 
and a half, 2:28. Times through the first mile 
were Tudor Era’s (disqualified winner last 
year); the last two fractions were recorded by 
the winner. 

Competing with Garden State this Veteran’s 
Day hurt Laurel badly, when attendance was 
31,278, about 10,000 less than last year. The 
handle — $2,071,154 — was only the second 
time in Laurel’s history that the two-million 
figure had been attained. 


Attendance for the meeting declined 15 
per cent from last fall while the total handle 
was off 7 per cent, Garden State opposition 
again being the culprit. 

Cain Hoy, King Ranch and Jaclyn Stable 
(due to the victories of Bald Eagle in the 
International, La Fuerza in the Selima and 
Li’l Fella in the Turf Cup) topped the owners. 
J. Bowes Bond racked up nine wins (two 
stakes) to lead the trainers by a margin of 
two over Charlie White. Frank Bonsai was 
third with five wins. 

Posting a remarkable 34 per cent winning 
average, Howard Grant registered 31 wins. 
His nearest rival, Apprentice Frank Northcutt, 
had 10. Karl Korte was third with 7. 

MARLBORO FIGURES: In summing up 
the Marlboro meeting, statistics for which were

not available for the November issue, Edward 
F. Farrell, Jr., had this to say: 

"Considering the many problems we had to 
face this year, I feel that we are justified in 
saying that this meeting has been very success¬ 
ful. After all, we will finish with the highest 
daily mutuel average of all Maryland’s minor 
tracks and we accomplished this despite run¬ 
ning only eight races daily.” 

Marlboro’s 1959 meeting closed with a total 
mutuel handle of $4,583,612 for an average of 
$381,967. The gross attendance was 64,867, 
averaging 5,405. Consequently, Marlboro 
again maintained its position as the leading 


track among the Free State’s half-milers. 
Timonium, its closest rival, averaged $377,452 
in the tote machines. 

Farrell listed a number of factors which 
enabled Marlboro to continue its high quality 
of racing which has characterized the popular 
Southern Maryland plant since it started in 
1914. 

"Our daily purse distribution was higher 
than any of our contemporaries and this was 
done despite a severe shortage of horses. In 
fact, few people realize how close we came to 
not opening on schedule. As late as 1 p.m. on 
the Saturday before our Monday opening,

Racing Secretary Fred Colwill indicated that 
he was very doubtful of filling eight races. 
Naturally, I want to commend Colwill, his 
staff, owners and trainers and all others con¬ 
nected with the meeting for their extra effort 
in putting it across.” 

Two days before Marlboro opened there 
were only 65 horses stabled there, another 65 
at nearby Bowie and a few available from 
Laurel. Never has the competition from the 
continuous West Virginia racing been so keen. 


Farrell also pointed out the many improve¬ 
ments in the physical aspects of the track 
which had a great deal to do with the success of 
this year’s operation. In this category, Farrell 
listed the construction of a new seven-furlong 
chute; widening of the racing strip to a uni¬ 
form 60-feet; the excellent condition of the 
track which survived a number of rainy days, 
and the construction of a new road from the 
parking lot to Route 4, thus easing the flow 
of traffic both ways.

Finally the Marlboro president observed, 
"We stuck with eight races daily instead of 
infringing upon the racing public with nine 
and in some cases ten races a day. And, despite 
the steel strike, shortage of horses and not-too- 
favorable weather, I feel we enjoyed a satis¬ 
factory meeting.” 

Featured event of the Marlboro meeting was 
the fourth running of the Nursery Stakes, only 
added-money race on the Maryland half-mile 
circuit. Winner of the seven-furlong open 
sprint for two-year-olds was Dr. John A. Hoy’s 
Adapt, which entered the race as a maiden. 
Coming in from New Jersey, the son of Loser 
Weeper — Disparage, by Fighting Fox, was 
second choice in the wagering. Following the 
early pace of Hillside Farm’s top half-mile 
two-year-old filly, Grandherst, Adapt assumed 
command after a half and widened on his nine 
rivals from that point. He won by five, post¬ 
ing a 1:32 clocking for the seven furlongs on 
a muddy track. 

Weeper’s Jane, owned by Louis T. Delloso, 
and also the progeny of Loser Weeper, was 
second. Grandherst, third, suffered a sesamoid 
fracture during the running. 

The Marlboro Nursery grossed $6,550, 
making it the richest race ever run on the 
Maryland halfers. Winner’s share of $4,540 
went to Dr. Hoy, who also collected a breed¬ 
er’s bonus. His son, John A. Hoy, Jr., trains 
Adapt. Eugene Monacelli had the mount.

As a maiden, Adapt got in with the maxi¬ 
mum weight allowance of ten pounds. He 
carried 108. Highweight, at 122 pounds, was 
the unplaced Heliobubble. 

THE HEAT’S ON: The biggest disappoint¬ 
ment of the opening of Pimlico’s 141st race 
meeting was the temperature. It was positively 
balmy. Any other time Pimlico would be de¬ 
lighted by such a pleasant turn of events — 
but not this year. Reason: the grandstand- 
clubhouse building recently had been glass- 
enclosed and 95 infra-red heaters installed 
throughout the structure. Anxious to show off

their heating plant, the most extensive of its 
kind in racing, officials had to await another 
day to toy with the heaters, although the 
temptation could not be resisted to turn on 
six of the units. This paved the way for a 
demonstration of another kind, however. 
When fans complained of the heat, one offi¬ 
cial climbed to a control box, and, flipping a 
lever, opened 90 windows simultaneously. The 
applause was deafening. 


Aside from all the new glass and paint 
exposed to view, the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes 
highlighted the card. The 13th running of 
this 1 1/16-mile test for Maryland-bred two- 
year-olds drew nine starters, including the 
champion pro tern, Creswood Dottie. Again 
at 4 to 5 she walked her beat, winning as much 
the best. Miss Thing, which had been second 
to the winner in the Maryland Futurity, made 
the pace, then offered no challenge when Cres¬ 
wood Dottie and Howard Grant bore down 
on her from the outside. Adapt, runner-up 
until bending for home, again weakened, finish¬ 
ing third. 

The Breeders’ brought Creswood Dottie’s 
first-season record to: 10 starts, 5 wins, 2 sec¬ 
onds, 1 third and $21,845. Following the race. 
The Cresci filly was returned to Laurel where 
she is to winter along with Trainer Bond’s 
other stakes charges, Li’l Fella, Sailor’s Guide 
and Monte Carlo. 

SHOW HORSE’S RIGGS: Long removed 
from its capitalistic stakes-a-day policy, Pimlico 
managed a Saturday without an added-money 
race when the Riggs Handicap, November 14, 
was decided as an overnight event. Victory 
went to Dr. Robert P. Trice’s Ashlar, an un- 
sexed three-year-old son of To Market—Wave 
Again, by Ocean Wave. Consigned to Trainer 
Charlie White at Delaware Park last summer 
after failing to make the grade as a show 
horse, Ashlar is one of the brightest develop¬ 
ments of the season. The Riggs was the geld-

earned a neat $29,660 during his brief tenure 
at the races. 

MR. FITZ’S WEEK: Mr. James Fitz¬ 
simmons, the Old Gentleman, has been doing 
business at Pimlico for more than a half a 
century. The years haven’t dulled his touch, 
as he displayed recently when he sent out 
Wheatley Stable’s High Bid to win the Gal- 
lorette Stakes and the same outfit’s Progress¬ 
ing to take the Pimlico Futurity. 

High Bid, a three-year-old daughter of To 
Market (sire of Ashlar) — Stepping Stone 
(dam of Progressing), by *Princequillo, has 
had a long, hard campaign and it’s a tribute 
to her constitution that she’s winding it up on 
a stronger note than that on which she had 
started. Winner of the Jersey Belle and Vine-

land Handicap in her two previous starts, the 
Wheatley miss had no trouble dispatching her 
field in the Gallorette. A red-hot favorite, she 
collected the $14,660 winner’s share, scoring 
by two lengths in 1:51 for the nine furlongs 
over a fast track. Ned W. Brent’s Polamby 
was second; Calumet’s A Glitter, third. 

Henry Moreno, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby aboard Dark Star, has been riding High 
Bid of late and was aboard her in her Pimlico 
victory. 

Her eighth win in 20 starts this season, the 
Gallorette boosted High Bid’s 1959 gleanings 
to a highly respectable $146,112. 

STEPPING STONE NO. II: Marking the 
year of the 20th anniversary of his victory in 
the Pimlico Futurity, Bimelech got himself 
his first winner of Old Hilltop’s fall attraction 
when Progressing took the $117,320 prize on 
November 21. 

As happy as was the occasion for the Wheat- 
ley Stable, Mr. Fitz and Jockey Hedley Wood- 
house, it was disastrous for the bridge jumpers 
who had wagered with confidence on the Calu¬ 
met entry of Pied d’Or and Keenation. The 
former was prominent early but neither coni' 4 
concern himself with the finish. 

Carrying equal weight of 122 pounds with 
the field of ten, Progressing made all of his 
own pace, then held off a determined bid from 
Cain Hoy’s All Hands in the closing yards. 
Running the mile and a sixteenth in 1:45 2/5, 
Progressing, which had been second to Victoria 
Park in the Remsen ten days earlier, mush¬ 
roomed his earnings to $88,020. None of the 
starters had entered the race boasting a stakes 
victory.

Nov. 11. Laurel again for the International. 
Stabbed the program and came up with Palisade 
which won and paid $32.80. Spent delightful 
afternoon explaining fine points of handicap¬ 
ping to less perspicacious punters. Saw Bald 
Eagle win for good old U.S.A. 
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Nov. 13 (Friday). A bad day to start any¬ 
thing, but took off for Carolina and the channel 
bass. In the days that followed, ill winds blew 
with great force and the mercury spent most of 
the time looking for a way out of the bottom of 
the tube. 

Nov. 23. Back in Baltimore—chastened, but 
rested. 

Nov. 27. Attended first rehearsal for Mary¬ 
land Racing Writers’ annual show.

Lariat, the Bullet-Proof Horse 

There are few horses around the country at 
the age of 19 that show at the big ones such 
as Madison Square Garden, much less win a 
ribbon. So Lariat is a wonder horse. Until re¬ 
cently, he was Maryland-owned, stabled at 
Linky Smiths, Timonium. 

He was first owned by Mr. Dorsey Shipley, 
of Riderwood, in Hunter and Jumper classes, 
winning many Champions and Reserves. 

When Mr. Shipley decided to sell Lariat, 
Linky advised Mr. John Wagner, also a Mary¬ 
lander, to purchase this horse for his Roxhill 
Stable. Here also he was shown successfully 
ridden by Linky. 

His next home was that of the late George 
DiPaula who wanted to own an Open Jumper. 
Lariat won him many champions and trophies 
and the combination of Lariat and Linky was 
familiar on any program. 

Evidently, someone thought this horse was 
one of the best, for a vandal went to Linky’s 
barn one night and shot Lariat in the head. 
Fortunately, the bullet did not enter the brain, 
and within two months Lariat went on to Madi¬ 
son Square Garden and was Champion. This is 
how he acquired the name of the "Bullet-Proof 
Horse.” 

To win a ribbon at Madison Square Garden 
is a great step in the horse world, and Lariat 
did this. Twice he was Champion and once Re¬ 
serve Open Jumper. 

Linky’s opinion of how to ride this horse is 
"you just have to sit there and wait. If you 
don’t, he’d have as many faults as there are 
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horses.” Maybe this was the secret of why none 
of the other riders ever had much luck with 
him. 

In 1957, at the death of Mr. DiPaula, Lariat 
was sold to Mr. Frank Hawkins of New York. 
Then Linky said he would never get attached 
to another horse, for many people thought that 
he should have had Lariat for his own. Mr. 
Hawkins showed Lariat last year at the Garden 
with a new rider. Lariat won one class and 
placed in others. 

This year Mr. Hawkins asked Linky to show 
the horse for him. It was said all over the arena 
that Lariat must have known who was in the 
saddle, for he was jumping in his old form. 
Here, with the talked-about Cinderella horse 
Snowman, and the $40,000 Windsor Castle to 
compete against, Lariat won the $1,250 Knock 
Down and Out Division, giving a spectacular 
performance. 

Marylanders will never forget Lariat, for at 

19 he is still giving every effort, showing what 
great heart, stamina, and constitution are com¬ 
bined in one animal .—Peggy Ensor.

MARYLAND RACING COMMISSION RULE 387: To be eligible to start in races 
exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders' Association. To qualify for such registration the said horse must 
have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resi¬ 
dent of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the 
said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland the previous season, 
or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of 
the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time 
of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and 
the decision of the Commission shall be final.

As usual, there will be the presentation of 
the awards for the outstanding horses and 
riders of the year. The Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, as a part of its program 
to stimulate better horsemanship among the 
young riders of Maryland, awards medals to 
the winners of the Gittings Horsemanship 
Classes. There is also the Sugar Lump Trophy, 
presented to the Lead Line pony, given by 
Bacon Hall Farm. The Straus Memorial Per¬ 
petual Trophy is awarded to the owner of the 
horse or pony which has compiled the most 
points throughout the year in the Junior Divi¬ 
sion. This trophy is kept for one year, and the 
winner receives another trophy for his own 
possession.
